Can America herself forget the 
the long years of race descrimi- 
ration in this free land?

nied the ballot, while whites who 
have completed only the second 
i i third grade are declared liter- 
ate. allowed to register, and to 
make their mak. 

Such incidents of denied free- 
dom are multiple . . . .America 
has indeed an Achilles’ heel in 
het racial discrimination. At this 
crucial time when we seek to pre- 
tent to the world our American 
image ot freedom of choice as 



the democratic way cf life, we 
must bring that image into focus. 

It i* little wonder that he na- 
ions oi the world — especially the 
-mall, new nations — question the 
validity of our freedom 'tor* The 
tact is: America presents a c!i»- 
torted image oi its ..un way of 
lite. . . .not only to the world but 
to herself. Not even an American 
blot from his memory the burned 
churches, the eviction* irom land, 
the hoy cuts in the market places, 
the murders, and lynching* — all 
done under the cloak of so-called 
justice. 

No one claims the U. P. is per- 
fect, but at least we, ourselves, 
may by peaceful means, make 
changes. It is in freedom of 
speech that we elect the head of 
our government and our repre- 
sentatives; :t is in that same

Edward K. Murrow. director of 
the United States Information 
Agency . . .works on the theory 
that "The truth must he our 
guide, hut dreams must be cur 
goals." Are not our dreams a 
part of this American image? 

Wc are too often content, how- 
ever. m a false assurance that 

our tomorrows will be better We 

too often only talk about the 
American dream and out hopes 
for the future. . . .thefuture must 
become the present in our perfor- 
mance to make our dreams real- 
ity. I cannot accept the poet's 
"Tomorrow and tomorrow and 
tomorrow creeps in this petty 
pace trem day to day to th> last 
syllable oi recorded time ;. . .sig- 



nifying nothing.” Is this 

the American dream and our 
image today? Nothing?

We are making advances in 
racism. Clem- >n Colic _e and Tu- 
lane University have admitted 
their first necre.es in a nonviolent 
fashion. The President’s assistant 
press .secretary. Andrew Hatcher, 
and the director ot the Federal 
Housin'- and Home Agency. R.ibet 
C. Weaver, are negroes. Federal 
housing, lor the first time, is 
open to all on an unprejudiced 
basis. 

Ralph Bunch. Under Secretary 
ot the United Nations, and Thur- 
ond Circuit o ftlie U. S. Court 
good Marshall. Judge ol the Sec- 
of Appeals, are both negroes. The 
list of negroes holding high jobs 
could go on. Although we have 
come tar. we have far to go. 

For too long we have allowed 
the w rid to view America from 
afar as a land of opportunity 
where the opportunity is limited 
to a tew. Here the seeds of our 
destruction lie waiting to destroy 
us. It was in 1863 that Abraham 
Lincoln issued the Emancipation 
Proclamation freeing all Negro 
slave.'. Yet in this centennial 
v«ar ■: 1963. the question of civil 
rights haunts America. 

This struggle which we face at 
home cannot he won by apathetic 
silence, or by negative action. It 
will demand our tireless effort 
over the decades ahead. It will 
exact a tremendous price. It is a 
price we nitisl pay; if we are un- 
willing to pay the price, both we 
and this divided world in which 
we live irom day to day stand to 
lose priceless freedom. The same 
Ireedom \inerica first won and 
has defended since that first in- 
ch pi ndence. 

Through the cold war. tile So- 
viets >cem to have somehow ap- 
propriated the world’s approba- 
tion o. the good neighbor. Amer- 
ica has become thought of as a 
colonial power seeking to subju- 
gate 'lie world. In this period of 
letdown from prolonged crises, 
there ha.- come a pause in world 
affairs, as Walter Lippmann has 
pointed out. "Now lot the time 
bi mg. at least, in both halves ol 
the W 'rld, the pause, which has 



a faint resemblance to peace, ha* 
relaxed the tensions enough ta 
release the rivalries and ambi- 
tions ox normal and unfrightene:; 
men.” 

I like to think my generation is 
among those normal and uu- 
frightened men. Mine is a gene- 
ration born in the midst of w , 
nourished on an uneasy peace. 
generation forever living the 
threat of annihilation. We . ,e 
a fearless generation, one forced 
to mature rapidly But wnat e n 
we do? First we must reded ice. le 
our faith in freedom: we must 
dedicate our daily decision- t • 
the democratic way: but above .11 
we must tell again the old. c Id 
story of what freedom mean* t.- 
mankind. 

"We must do our homew i •; 
and do it well." 

My generation has already fc - 
gun its homework toward a b - 
ter world understanding. 

On the campus of Central 
.Michigan University, some ti.EWi 
student* conscious of their privi- 
lege* under freedom reached out 
this year to a group of 63 Korecu 
orphans, adopting them and rac- 
ing some $1,100 for the present 
needs. Kick Cooper, chairman of 
the Korean Orphan* Commit!.- . 
said he i* sure that most Ameri- 
can students would tind this id - 1 
more gratifying than phone 
hooth stuffing or marathon tel -- 
phone gabbing. 

This is homework well done * 
one college. The spirit of deni - 
cratic awamess by my college 
contemporaries is again man - 
tested in t lie World Univeis; 
Service in which thousands •: 
American college student* p.rt - 
ipate annually. With its beginn- 
ing in World War I. WUS ti. 
past year alone sent over $900.6 
to South East Asia, to Africa, a . 
to the Middle East to help t!. 
universities pick up he scattei 
fragments in their times of in-.-, 
to help where there are limi r - 
tions ol educational facilitu- . t 
bring new hope to the intern - 
tional community of students 
professors.

They can deal 
oiilv with I It** broad." *t and most ohiiou* problems: guard- 
ing against segieganon in s ( hoots hut not against the 
thousands ot incident* ol discrimination and hatred 
w iiit it give tile lie to what i* learned in the schoolroom. 
They can carry sweeping mandates hut the process ot 
their enforcement is so ponderous that it takes the 
entire energies ot the nation to secure entrance ot a 
single Negro into an unwilling white university while 
thousands more are without hope of entering. 

Even though law can compel and even educate, in 
the last analysis the rule of layy depends upon a legal 
order yvhich embodies the convictions, desires, and judg- 
ments of the men it governs. 

If we recognize that laws alone arc inadequate, that 
legislatures and preisdents cannot impose moral con- 
victions. then yve must look to those institutions whose 
task it is to teach moral values, to restate eternal prin- 
ciples in terms of today's conflicts, and to conform the 
daily conduct ol men to the guiding values of justice, 
of love and of compassion. Pie-eminent among those 
institutions is religion and the church. 

I find it alarming, therefore, when the government 
looks tn the religious community for it* share of the 
task and (mounters, too often, a bland philosophy oi 
lai-sez fa ire. 

As a layman, I wonder why I can go to church 52

stitutional rights to equal opportunity, and improve. 
living conditions in segregated n< ighborhoods. 

A profound new force would be at work in Ameri 
emanating from the deepest wells of religious inspo: - 
tion and reaching for the nobles’ summits of h im 
aspiration. That combination would be invincible. 

More recently, efforts by churches and synagogu * 
have illustrated what can he accomplished. After i.:- 
school system was integrated one Kentucky superin- 
tendent said: ”1 believe ministers and lay church lea ti- 
ers made the greatest contribution in getting the gt : - 
eral public to accept desegregation.” 

On the other hand, yve know what can happen wl. 
religious leadership is absent. Remember Clinton. Tt- .- 
nessec? Ugh violence flared there when desegregati 
was attempted. It took 650 National Guardsmen a 
39 state highway troopers led by a burly. 290-pound com- 
mander to restore order after days of tension. Whe; 
special report was written to ana.vlze what had Im - 
pelled in Clinton, this significant sentence apiiean- 
"Churches were not utilized to any extent in Clint 
Tennessee." 

It is the province of religion to instill :i sense 
personal respon.-ibility into mankind. The attitudes a.. I 
concepts, the prejudice and hate yvhich pollute 
streams of American life — government can deal w. 
their symptoms; religion mu-> deal with their som 
Religion reaches into the sanctuary of human exp .- 
cnce yvhere attitudes are formed.
